LEGION BURIES VETERAN 


(By Associated Press) 
W ashington, 
March 
24—Virtual 
chaos existed in the Navy Department 
at the time the United States entered 
the w ar Captain H arris 
Laning, as­ 
sistant chief of tho Bureau of Navi­ 
gation during the war, testified today 
before Senate investigating committee. 
Captain Baning said no one knew what 
to do after a plan of action submitted 
by the bureau of operations had been 
disapproved 
and 
th at 
“personal 
characteristics of the Secretary of the 
Navy often made it impossible to get 
approval of really im portant policies”. 
“Whenever a plan or policy was pre­ 
sented to the Secretary 
he 
almost 
invariably delayed action on it”, Capt. 
Baning declared. “The personal inter­ 
est he took in all m atters 
connected 
with 
th** 
departm ent 
absorbed 
so 
much of his time th at he 
never had 
much left to give to the more import­ 
ant affairs.” 
When important 
policies and plans 
were submitted to Secretary Daniels, 
Captain Laning saki directions would 
lie given to leave the papers for con­ 
sideration and 
usually these instruc­ 
tions meant that the m atter would not 
bo heard from again until the officer* 
interested looked the papers up and 
then frequently the papers could 
not 
be found. 
“Condition* finally became so bad,” 
the witness said, “th a t officers used 
every 
means possible to put their 
plans ami policies through without 
obtaining the required authority. 
“I was and still am amazed that the 
Navy was able to aacomplish the re­ 
markable work it did but it is certain 
that what it did accomplish could have 
been done much more quickly and effi­ 
ciently if we could 
have had a plan 
from the s ta r t.” 
Captain Laning 
said many officers 
found this condition to be true and he 
offered to furnish 
the committee the 
name of other officers who he said 
would corroborate 
his testimony 
in 
this request. 


Captain Laning said that just prior 
ta 1917 the departm ent 
gave 
out 
“such glowing accounts of the navy 
and its splendid 
condition 
and effi­ 
ciency that few, if any, outside the 
navy realized true* condition*.” 
The witness said he did not criti­ 
cise th** 
departm ent’s 
policy 
as to 
building program as it always advo­ 
cated an increased number of »hip* 
but whether 
the number and 
type 
wert* correct wa* a m atter of personal 
opinion. 
Secretary Daniels, he said, 
bused his idea of the Navy’* business 
on the total number of ships rather 
than on their 
condition or 
whether 
they \^ere properly manned for war.
